Dale Morris, Montana cowboy 
held for the murder of Charles 
Flink, broke jail this morning 
about 1:00 o’clock, and escaped 
from confinement of nearly two 


years in Gulfport where he was 
being held following three mis 
trials here. 

Morris escaped jail by telling 
the night jailer Levi Cuevas that 
he expected an emergency call 
sometime between midnight and 
1 a. m. asked that he be taken 
nearer the phone so that when 
the call came he would be more 
easily available. Cuevas complied 
and escorted him out of his cell 
to the stairway. On reaching the 
stairway, which leads to the roof 
upward and downward to the of- 
fice Morris suggested that he be 
locked in the stairway leading to 
the Sun Cage and from there 
Cuevas could reach him when the 
call came. 

The stairway is well enclosed 
by two locked doors one at the 
head and one at the foot of the 
stairs. When Cuevas locked Mor- 
ris in from the lower door he felt 
that the man was securely im- 
prisoned, however the door at the 
head of the stairway had 
been left unlocked. Morris went 
through to the Sun Cage on the 
roof of the jail house, where 
officials assumed an opening had 
previously been cut to assure his 
escape. 

Mystery surrounds the spectac- 
ular escape of the notorious man 
who was recently denied bond by 
Judge Leslie B. Grant, pending a 
fourth trial for the murder of 
Flink in Hancock County, Sep- 
tember. An appeal for bond td 
the Supreme Court was set for a 
September 10th hearing. 

Police alerts and searches for 
Morris are on in three states, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Ala- 
bama. 

It is not known whether or not 
the escaped prisoner is armed, but 
it has been his modus operadus 
chroughout fifteen years of crim 
inal activities to carry weapons 
.nd ammunition wherever he 
savelcd, and each time he has 

‘on apprehended by police, 
charged with varied crimes, he 
was found with loaded revolver 
and shotgun in his possession. 

Narcotic charges were made 
igainst Morris in Jackson County 
several weeks ago, and he was 
ndicted by a grand jury on these 
charges. Demerol, an opium type 
drug was found In his possession 
in the motel he occupied in 
Ocean Springs at the time Flink 
was murdered and Morris arrest- 
ed in New Orleans. A search of 
the premises by Police, Chief 
Broome of Ocean Springs brought 
to light a hypodermic syringe, 
needles and a supply of the drug.

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Dale Morris, Montana cowboy 
held for the murder of Charles 
Flink, broke jail this morning 
about 1:00 o’clock, and escaped 
from confinement of nearly two 


years in Gulfport where he was 
being held following three mis 
trials here. 

Morris escaped jail by telling 
the night jailer Levi Cuevas that 
he expected an emergency call 
sometime between midnight and 
1 a. m. asked that he be taken 
nearer the phone so that when 
the call came he would be more 
easily available. Cuevas complied 
and escorted him out of his cell 
to the stairway. On reaching the 
stairway, which leads to the roof 
upward and downward to the of- 
fice Morris suggested that he he 
locked in the stairway leading to 
the Sun Cage and from there 
Cuevas could reach him when the 
call came 

The stairway is well enclosed 
by two locked doors one at the 
head and one at the foot of the 
stairs When Cuevas locked Mor- 
ris in from the lower door he felt 
that the man was securely im- 
prisoned, however the door at the 
head of the stairway had 
been left unlocked. Morris went 
through to the Sun Cage on the 
roof of the jail house, where 
officials assumed an opening had 
previously been cut to assure his 
escape. 

Mystery surrounds the spectac- 
ular escape of the notorious man 
who wag recently denied bond by 
Judge Leslie B. Grant, pending a 
fourth trial for the murder of 
Flink in Hancock County, Sep- 
tember. An appeal for bond td 
the Supreme Court was set for a 
September 10th hearing. 

Police alerts and searches for 
Morris are on in three states, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Ala- 
bama. 

It is not known whether or not 
the escaped prisoner is armed, but 
it has been his modus operadus 
throughout fifteen years of crim 
inal activities to carry weapons 
.nd ammunition wherever he 

“aveled, and each time he has 

‘n apprehended by police, 
charged with varied crimes, he 
was found with loaded revolver 
and shotgun in his possession. 

Narcotic charges were made 
igainst Morris in Jackson County 
several weeks ago, and he was 
ndicted by a grand jury on these 
charges. Demerol, an opium type 
drug was found in his possession 
in the motel he occupied in 
Ocean Springs at the time Flink 
was murdered and Morris arrest- 
ed in New Orleans. A search of 
the premises by Police, Chief 
Broome of Ocean Springs brought 
to light a hypodermic syringe, 
needles and a supply of the drug.

teen aged negro girls in that state. 
He had been arrested numerous 
times chared with crimes varying 
from rape through murderous as- 
sault, armed robbery, car theft, 
etc. His name has also been con 
nected with gang operations in 
the west. 

The soft snoken cowboy from 
Billings, Montana, gained sympa- 
thy from many residents of this 
county during the three trials, 
when he was commuted daily 
from Harrison County by armed 
deputies to face a jury of his 
peers. i 

During the first trial in March 
1956, 11 jurors found Morris guil- 
ty as charged, one man held firm 
to his belief in the innocence of 
the prisoner. At the second trial 
held in September, 1956, three 
jurors found the prisoner inno- 
cent, with nine giving a guilty 
as charged verdist. At the third. 
trial, held March of this year, 
Morris gained ground with seven 
men finding him innocent and 
five guilty. 

Judge Leslie B. Grant, who sat, 
on the bench at all three trials, 
refused Morris bond, saying that~ 
“the presumption of guilt of the: 
prisoner was great.”

Humphrey also had a respect- 
ful comment on the Southern op- 
position to the civil rights bill: 

“The Senator (Eastland) and his 
colleagues are like the Spartans 
at the Pass of Thermopylae. They 
certainly ‘mow ‘em down.’ All 


I ask them to do is to relax for

Senator Eastland told the Sen_

THE QUESTION OF JURY 
TRIALS 


With the inevitable showdown 
in the House on the “civil wrongs” 
bill only now a matter of days 
away, those of us responsible for 
directing the fight against the 
bill in the Hoose are making 
last efforts for that showdown 
Always our strategy has been de 
lay. We will continue thig tactic 
just as long as our limited maneu- 
verability permits. 

However, with the knowledge 
that once the vote is taken the 
bill will pass, we are also direct- 
ing our attention to weakening it 
as much as possible. While no 
bill in any form, motivated by po- 
litical consideration, should be 
enacted in this field where ade- 
quate laws are already on both 
the State and Federal law books, 
it is our purpose to make what- 
ever bill passes the House as in- 
nocuous to the liberties of all the 
people as possible. With this in 
mind there will be a substantial 
number of amendments offered 
to the bill in its consideration 
on the Floor seeking to make it 
less onerous and injurious. All of 
these amendments will be of a se- 
rious nature. But the most fun- 
damestal and important of all the 
amendments will be one that will 
preserve and guarantee the people 
charged with violation of the Act 
the right of trial by jury. 

The pending civil rights bill is 
designed primarily to avoid the 
inherent right of trial by jury. 
The gimmick of the whole thing, 
forgetting the legal complications, 
is a provision for making the 
Federal Government the com 
plainant and administering the 
law through the legal weapon of 
injunction. 

Under the provisions of the bill 


in labor injunctions. 

It is most interesting to ob- 
serve that the great Liberal, 
Congressman Celler of New Yérk, 
the'author of the pending civil 
rights bill, was one of the Ahief 
advocates of the jury trial in the 
Norris-LaGuardia bill. As a mem- 
ber of the House Judiciary 
Committee (1932) he argued elo- 
quently for the jury trial on the 
ground that Federal Judges were 
dictators and that we should fol- 
low the old English law for jury 
trial. In this connection he told 
the House then, I have read in- 
junctions so fantastic, so arbitrary, 
that they were practically but one 
step from a_ threat of jail to 
a striker if he coughed, spat, or 
chewed. Some injunctions read 
very much like orders of an 
army of occupation bent on vi- 
cious revenge. Many injunctions 
are not used to protect property 
from irreparable loss, but issued 
to disorganize unions and to 
terrorize and intimidate those 
on strike.” 

He further contended at length 
that only where acts of fraud and 
violence are committed or if the 
peace authorities could not cope 
with the situation should an in- 
junction issue; otherwise, he con. 
tended in that debate, the com 
plainants should go to the crim- 
inal courts for redress. Again in 
1947 in considering the Taft- 
Hartley Bill, he made a similar 
argument against the injunction 
as follows: 

“In those days the judges, with- 
out hearing, issued injunctions 
based upon affidavit of stooges 
and stool pigeons and agents pro- 
vocateur. The abuses in the grant- 
ing these injunctions so aroused 
the Nation that we in 1932 passed 
the Norris.LaGuardia Act which 
outlawed the granting of ex parte 
injunctions against labor. This 
bill would reinstate those ex parte 
injunctions against labor, would 
turn the clock back and return 
us to the robber baron days and 
the days of the industrial bucca 
neers.” 

But the same Congressman Cel. 
ler, who plead so earnestly for 
the right of trial by jury where 
labor was involved, is today argu- 
ing vehemently for the civil 
rights bill which would deny our 
State, county, and municipal of- 
ficials, as well as private indi- 
viduals, the same right of trial 
by jury.
